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Report  of  the  City  Comptroller 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  City  Council: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  honorable 
body  the  fifth  annual  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Comp- 
troller's Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  3,  1900. 
In  this  report  will  be  found  a  full  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  every  description  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  expenditures  are  grouped  under  proper  headings  and 
classified  according  to  the  funds  from  which  the  moneys  were 
expended.  The  treasury  accounts  of  Atlantic  City  are  kept  under 
eight  separate  headings,  namely:  General  Fund,  Water  Depart- 
ment, Water  Bonds,  City  Improvement  Fund,  (Boardwalk),  City 
Hall,  City  Park,  Paving  and  Crematory.  In  addition  to  these,  there 
is  the  Board  of  Health  Fund,  under  control  of  that  body,  but  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  of  the  City  Comptroller.  The  accounts  of 
these  funds  are  herein  reported,  under  proper  headings,  beginning 
with  a  statement  of  the  disbursements  from  the  General  Fund. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  statement  of  the  assets;  and 
liabilities  of  the  city,  and  a  tabulated  report  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures, to  which  your  attention  is  respectfully  invited. 

At  the  close  of  the  report  will  be  found  a  table  showing  the 
expenditures  of  Atlantic  City  during  the  last  sixteen  years,  prop- 
erly classified,  together  with  much  other  information  of  a  statis- 
tical character,  showing  the  growth  and  financial  standing  of  the 
city,  all  of  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  found  interesting  and  val- 
uable for  reference. 

The  report  also  embodies  a  statement  of  delinquent  taxes,  to 
which  your  attention  is  particularly  called. 

I  again  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  employment  of  a 
competent  person  to  audit  the  tax  accounts  for  the  years  1891,  1892, 
1893  and  1894.  This  should  have  been  done  at  the  close  of  the  re- 
spective fiscal  years,  but  for  some  reason  those  upon  whom  the  work 
devolved  failed  to  make  any  audit  of  these  accounts.  If  City 
Council  will  designate  a  clerk  to  assist,  I  will  undertake  the  work, 
although  it  is  in  no  sense  a  part  of  my  duty  as  City  Comptroller. 

The  work  of  auditing  the  tax  accounts  for  the  years  1895-99  is 
still  in  progress,  and  when  completed  a  report  will  be  submitted 
to  your  honorable  body.  I  am  now  awaiting  a  statement  from  the 
Collector  for  1895  to  1897,  showing  receipts  for  moneys  paid,  reduc- 
tions by  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  the  State  Board  of  Taxation  and 
releases  by  City  Council.  It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  City  Comp- 
troller that  there  is  as  yet  no  complete  audit  of  these  accounts. 
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With  the  proper  books  placed  in  my  hands,  showing  the  credits  for 
the  respective  years,  I  could  soon  complete  this  work.  The  act 
governing  the  comptroller's  department  says  that  in  event  of  fail- 
ure to  get  all  the  books  and  papers  necessary  for  the  proper  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  he  shall  report  the  fact  to  City  Council. 
Having  failed  to  get  the  proper  books  in  this  case,  it  is  my  duty 
to  call  Council's  attention  to  that  fact,  aDd  I  offer  this  as  a  suf- 
ficient excuse  for  my  inability  to  report,  at  this  time,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work  of-  auditing  the  tax  accounts  for  the  years  1895  1896 
and  1897. 

In  this  connection  I  also  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
large  amount  of  delinquent  taxes,  as  shown  elsewhere  in  the  re- 
port. 

During  the  past  year  $15,000  of  City  Hall  bonds  matured  and 
were  cancelled  with  moneys  in  the  Sinking  Fund.  The  total 
amount  of  cash  and  securities  now  in  this  fund  is  more  than  $156- 
000.  During  the  coming  year  $11,000  City  Improvement  Bonds, 
issued  on  account  of  the  old  Boardwalk,  will  be  cancelled  with 
moneys  in  this  fund. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  in  this  connection  that  for  the  first 
time  in  many  years,  Atlantic  City  closed  her  fiscal  year  with  every 
outstanding  city  note  cancelled  and  not  a  bill  unpaid.  A  year 
ago  there  were  nearly  $48,000  of  unpaid  bills  and  outstanding 
notes  to  the  amount  of  $50,000— a  difference  between  1899  and 
1900  of  almost  $100,000.
